LOAD LIMIT

SCANNED 


JACKSON, MISS, « The Missis- 
sippi attorney general’s office is 
looking over a recently passed 
law boosting truck load limits on 
state highways. 

Walter Hester, former state 
legislator and now state motor 
vehicle comptroller, said weight.

Ross Bar- 
nett were now in use on the high- 
ways.

The comptroller is charg- 
ed with enforcing ‘the load limits. 

A decision is expected next 
week, the comptroller indicated. 

The new law would permit the 
commission to okay the increased 
limits on roads suitable from an 
engineering standpoint. 

The bill requested that the com- 
mission take into consideration 
economic factors involving agri- 
culture and industry where such 
limits were shown “practical and 
necessary.”
